High Court upholds decision 
to send police delegation to Haiti 


THE government will now be able 
to send a police delegation to Hai¬ 
ti. after the High Court of Justice 
yesterday rejected a petition chal¬ 
lenging the legality of doing so. 

Justices Meir Shamgar, Eliezer 
Goldberg, Theodor Orr, Yitzhak 
Zamir, and DaHa Domer did not 
give the reasoning behind their de¬ 
rision, however. 

The delegation will leave for 
Haiti by the weekend, a police 
spokesman, said/... 

The spokesman for Police Min¬ 
ister Moshe Shahal said the r minis¬ 
ter is “very = satisfied” with the 
court’s decskm and believes It will 
open the way for the country’s 
participation in other internation¬ 
al peace-keeping efforts. 

Shahal bad been an outspoken 
critic of the High Court’s involve¬ 
ment in the issue, saying it wrong¬ 
ly tied the government's hand in 
carrying out foreign policy. 

■ The delegation was to have first 
gone for training to Puerto Rico 
-and .then leave with delegations 
from other nations for Haiti, but 
the delay may mean the 30-man 
delegation will go directly to Hai¬ 
ti. Cm dr. (ret.) Gabi Amir, the 
delegation head, was ordered by 
Shahal to prepare the group to 
leave by the weekend, the spokes¬ 
man said.

The petition was filed by former 
Kacb activist Noam- Federman, 
who argued that the government’s 
derision violated the police ordi¬ 
nance, which specifies the police's 
tasks as domestic ones. 

In response, State Attorney 
Dorit Beinish argued that since 
there is nothing in the law which 
specifically forbids such a use of 
the police, the decision was cov¬ 
ered by the government’s unlimit¬ 
ed authority in - foreign affairs. _ 
’ Since this involves no damage to 
the rights of Israeli citizens, there 
is nothing to weigh against the 
government's rights in the diplo¬ 
matic field in this case, she added. 

. Beinish noted, however, that 
this would not provide a justifica¬ 
tion for “extra-legal" use of the 
police force within Israel, because 
in this case there would be damage 
to the rights of Israeli citizens. 

“Where is die conflict with the 
police’s role?" she asked the 
court. “What is hurt by using [the 
government’s] authority [in this 
manner]?” 

. The government has been send¬ 
ing military and civilian represen¬ 
tatives on international missions 
for years by means of cabinet deri¬ 
sions, Beinish continued, because 


it makes more sense to use a 
trained force which is readily 
available than to recruit untrained 
volunteers. 

“If the government has the au¬ 
thority, as part of its foreign poli¬ 
cy, to send advisers [overseas], 
then the most natural reservoir is 
[a trained force]," she said. 

The justices questioned her 
closely about how other countries 
handle this problem. In Germany, 
.the. law e xbErit lv forbids sending 
soldiers abroad, they noted, while 
in the US, the issue is dealt with in 
the War Powers Resolution Act. 
In England, Zamir said, a law was 
passed to send policemen to 
Ireland. 

“In all other countries ... there 
is legislation that sets the rules," 
he said. 

“You can’t make a comparison, 
because the constitutional struc¬ 
ture is different,” Beinish re¬ 
sponded. 

Even the use of the police in 
Judea and Samaria is not en¬ 
shrined in law, she noted - though 
Federman pointed out that police 
actions against Israelis in the terri¬ 
tories were authorized in a special 
law. 

“We’re in a new international 


situation where cooperation is 
necessary," Beinish concluded. 
“And we in our region have also 
benefited from this ability [to send 
international forces]. Can we re¬ 
fuse when the request is made of 
us?” 

Beinish’s arguments apparently 
satisfied the justices, though they 
questioned her sharply through¬ 
out her presentation. Their main 
questions were whether it is per¬ 
missible to use the police for pur¬ 
poses not specified in the law, 
-whether such authority could also 
exist within Israel, and whether it 
would not be better to pass en¬ 
abling legislation. 

When Federman repeated these 
questions as arguments during his 
response to Beinish, however, 
Shamgar responded that not ev¬ 
erything is enshrined in law. Some 
things, like the right to declare 
war, are the government’s prerog¬ 
ative, he said. 

After the verdict, Federman 
blasted it as “unprecedented and 
very dangerous.” 

“It’s a pity the High Court gave 
in to [Prime Minister Yitzhak] Ra¬ 
bin’s pressure," he said. “This de¬ 
cision means that now the govern¬ 
ment can do anything it wants.” 



DOP to stand in Palestinian elections 


Peres meets Tunisian 
foreign minister 


ISRAEL warned k would not al¬ 
low acknowledged opponents of 
the peace agreement to stand as 
candidates, duringihe secondday 
of Cairo talks on Palestinian 
elections. 

The Israeli team placed three 
conditions on candidates: They 
must accept the Oslo declaration 
of principles; they must not harbor 
toy desire to destroy Israel;-and 
they must not engage in racist 
propaganda. 

According to Peace-Watch. the 
Palestinian election law would ban 
racist parties toyway. 

The purpose of the demand was 
dearly to prevent Hamas and oth¬ 
er opposition groups which op-, 
pose the Declaration of Principles 
from trying to use the elections to 
radicalize -die elected- Palestinian 
touhdL -.

An Israeli source at the five- 
hours of talks said they mainly 
dealt with “who would be able to 
vote and who-would be eligible for 
election," One undecided issue 
was whether someone ineligible 
for election by Israeli criteria 
would be eligible to vote. 

“We were talking about the na¬ 
ture of the council,” said Saeb 
Erekat, the Palestinian delegation 
leader. 

7 The different emphases indicat¬ 
ed different- priorities. Israel in¬ 
sisted nothing serious could be set¬ 
tled until both sides agreed on 
appeal procedures for those not 
on the voters’ lists, and the techni¬ 
cal issues of the age, politics, and 
other criteria of voters and candi¬ 
dates. For example, one question 


raised was “will prisoners be able 
to vote.” 

The Palestinians continued to 
press their case for separate legis¬ 
lative and executive councils, 
which they see as firming up their 
case for independence. 

However, Israeli sources said 
the Palestinian team acknowl¬ 
edged that the draft of a basic law 
drawn up by legal aide AM Safarini 
did not have FLO leader Yasser 
Arafat’s authorization. Israeli par¬ 
ticipants were under the impres¬ 
sion that Arafat has not even seen 
it, which, if true, makes it easier 
for Palestinian negotiators to ex¬ 
ercise independent judgement. 

' Israeli delegation chief Maj.- 
Gen. Danny Rothschild refused to 
be drawn by Erekat into a debate 
on the redeployment of IDF 
troops.

' Japan’s national television net¬ 
work NHK reported 196 people 
injured so far on Hokkaido’s east 
coast. Many isolated areas, partic¬ 
ularly small islands dose to the 
epicenter, were cut off from 
communications. 

The main injuries so far were 
residents cut byflying glass and 
falling objects. A 73-year-old man 
and. 63-year-old woman died, ap¬ 
parently of heart attacks- . 

Hokkaido is the. most-sparsely 
populated of Japan’s four main 
islands, with farming and fishing 
the main industries. 

As many as. : 31 aftershocks 
shook Hokkaido more than three 
hoars after the main quake struck. 
- Television showed buckled. 


highways scarred by deep fissures. 
Police said some bridges had 
collapsed. 

Several thousand kilometers 
away in Hawaii, thousands of peo¬ 
ple from coastal areas were evacu¬ 
ated as a tidal wave spawned by 
the undersea earthquake raced to¬ 
ward the group of islands in the 
Pacific Ocean. . 

Mel Nishihara, a spokesman for 
the Hawaii Civfl Defense, said all 
schools: had been dosed and resi¬ 
dents of coastal areas on all sides 
of the islands had been ordered to 
evacuate. 

The worst earthquake in Japa¬ 
nese history .which measured 7.9 
on the Richter scale, was in 1923 
when 140,000 people were killed 
iaTokyo and nearby Yokohama. 
More than 560,000 homes were 
destroyed. 


FOREIGN Minister Shimon 
Peres yesterday met publicly for 
the first time with his Tunisian 
counterpart. US Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher hosted 
the meeting. 

The meeting came two days af¬ 
ter the countries announced the 
establishment of economic liaison 
ties, following a private meeting 
between Peres and Habib Benya- 
hia in New York. 

“Today’s event is for us a vindi¬ 
cation of an approach that was not 
always risk free,” Benyahia said at 
a State Department photo session. 

Christopher then orchestrated a 
three-way handclasp. 

Peres said that last October’s 
multilateral talks on refugees, 
which took place in Tonis, “was 
the first indication we were mov¬ 
ing" toward ties with Tunisia. 

Meanwhile, Assistant Secretary 
of State for Near East Affairs 
Robert Pefletreau said yesterday 
that additional Arab League 
members are expected to an¬ 
nounce the end of their secondary 
boycott of Israel. 

“I think the precedent of these 
six countries acting is going to lead 
a number of other countries to 
take exactly the same action,” Pel- 
letrean told the House foreign af¬ 
fairs committee, speaking of Fri¬ 
day’s decision by the Gulf 
Cooperation Council. 

Pelletreau said he expected the 
actions to be taken by countries 
unilaterally, rather than through 
the Arab League. 

“I think that this will come 
along as progress continues to be 
made on the bilateral tracks, par- 
- Ocularly the Syrian track," he 
said. 

The progress of Jerusalem-Da¬ 


rn ascus talks will be the focus of 
talks between Syrian Foreign Min¬ 
ister Faro irk Sbara and Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher and 
President Bill Clinton on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday. Christopher is due 
to leave for the region this 
weekend. 

Christopher is downplaying the 
visit.

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Labor-Shas 
coalition 
deal passes 
first hurdle

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin will ask the Knesset to rati¬ 
fy the appointment of two Shas 
ministers next week, thereby 
bringing the party back into 
the coalition - if the High 
Court does not first rule 
against his coalition deal. 

Rabin easily passed the first 
hurdle yesterday, when the 
deal he initialed with Shas last 
summer won a 55-20 majority 
in the Labor Party political bu¬ 
reau. Among those who voted 
against were Justice Minister 
David Liba’i, Police Minister 
Moshe Shahal, and MKs Avra- 
ham Burg, Haggai Merom, 
Yael Dayan, and Ori Or. 

Opponents of the agreement 
are forcing Rabin to take it to the 
central committee as well, and Ra¬ 
bin intends to-do so tomorrow, so 
be can speedily usher Shasinto the 
coalition. 

Even the staunchest Labor op¬ 
ponents of the deal are not expect¬ 
ed to vote against the appointment 
of Moshe Maiya as interior minis¬ 
ter and Aryeh Gamliel as religious 
affairs minister. But they and their 
allies in Meretz vowed to fight un¬ 
compromisingly against the deal's 
provision for special legislation 
circumventing the High Court, 
whenever Shas deems the court to 
be in violation of the status quo on 
religious affairs. 

All this is on condition the High 
Court does not reject the deal be¬ 
fore Rabin brings Shas back into 
the coalition, as it did when he 
sought to appoint Yi’ud’s Gonen 
Segev a minister. 

A group called Disappointed 
Shas Voters, the Movement for 
Quality Government, and Tel 
Aviv lawyer Ze’ev Weiner filed 
separate petitions against the deal 
yesterday, Itim reported. 

Shas Knesset faction chairman 
Shlomo Benizri warned that. “If 
the High Court rules against the 
deal, then we are not in the coali¬ 
tion. It’s as simple as that. Either 
we get every last thing Rabin 
promised us, or we are out.” 

Benizri regards the High Court 
as the villain of the piece, because 
“Were it not for its meddling, we 
would have never left the coali¬ 
tion. It's a sad commentary on our 
society that we don’t know who 
makes the decisions around here - 
the prime minister or the court." 

Nonetheless, Benizri welcomed 
the political bureau decision as a 
“sign that sanity has again re¬ 
turned to the Labor Party.” 

Rabin was gratified, he said af¬ 
ter the vote, "that this phase is 
now behind ns. Too bad this deal 
was not implemented last March, 
when we had an agreement with 
Shas. It was far more comfortable 
for me then. 

"However, someone [Meretz 
MK Dedi Zucker] saw fit to insert 
a quote form the Declaration of 
Independence into a basic law [on 
freedom of religion] and that 
drove Shas away. There is no state 
in the world whose declaration of 
independence is quoted in its leg¬ 
islation. You can ask all the 
American jurists if this can be 
done in the US, and they would 
laugh at you." 


Rabin also said he did not offer 
the deal to Shas before checking 
to make sure that he had “some 
Meretz support. [Justice Minister] 
Amnon Rubinstein and Dedi 
Zucker sat in my house and went 
over each clause of the agreement 
and approved it." 

Labor MK Rafi Edri. a go-be¬ 
tween in talks with Shas, added 
that he has copies of the deal with 
notations in Rubinstein's hand¬ 
writing. Both Rubinstein and 
Zucker categorically deny seeing 
the agreement before Rabin ini¬ 
tialed it last July. 

Liba'i led the attack on the deal, 
wanting, “History will judge us 
for the folly of allowing such legis¬ 
lation, which will be binding for 
generations to come. Removing 
religious coercion legislation will 
require a special majority of 61 
MKs. You,” he turned to Rabin, 
"are allowing in matters of free¬ 
dom and civil rights the very spe¬ 
cial majority you object to when it 
comes to ceding the Golan. To¬ 
morrow Shas will be able to out¬ 
law the Reform and Conservative 
movements, and we won't be able 
to do a thing about it." 

Meretz Knesset faction head 
Ran Cohen vowed that his party 
"will fight the grotesque legisla¬ 
tion Rabin has promised Shas as 
soon as it comes up. We have 
nothing against Shas returning to 
the coalition, but we will use the 
veto power granted us by our co¬ 
alition agreement with Labor to 
make sure that no Shas bill passes. 
We regret we are in such a con¬ 
frontation with Labor, but Labor 
has breached its promises to the 
voters on basic civil rights." 

Herb Keinon adds: 

Several dozen people from a 
number of different civil rights, 
religious, and women’s organiza¬ 
tions protested yesterday outside 
the Knesset against the Shas-La- 
bor agreement while the political 
bureau was discussing the issue. 

Zamira Segev, the director of 
Hemdat, the Coalition for Free¬ 
dom of Science, Religion, and 
Culture in Israel, said the agree¬ 
ment will lead to a “drastic change 
in state-religion relations. I am not 
willing to see Aryeh Deri placed 
above the High Court of Justice." 

Segev said she does not think 
the peace process would grind to a 
halt if Shas is not in the "coalition. 
“Many of those here have fought 
and demonstrated for peace for a 
long time.” she said. “But it is 
inconceivable that in the name of 
peace we are willing to turn the 
country into a theocracy." 

Meretz MK Naomi Hazan told 
the crowd it represented “mil¬ 
lions” around the country. “The 
inclusion of Shas in the coalition is 
not needed for peace," she said. 

Na’amat head Ofra Friedman 
said that Rabin, in his Sunday 
speech to the Knesset, said peace 
with Syria is needed against the 
background of Islamic fundamen¬ 
talism. “But what about Jewish 
fundamentalism?" she asked. 

She implored the government 
to remember that Shas left the 
coalition not over the religious sta¬ 
tus quo. but because of the Deri 
indictment. As a result, she said, 
the party should not now be re¬ 
warded for coming back into the 
government.

contest Syria 
in Lebanon’

ISRAEL lias informed Syria that part 
of any peace understanding between 
die two countries will include Jerusa¬ 
lem’s commitment not to challenge 
Damascus’s domination of Lebanon, 
a senior Syrian official reportedly 
sakL 

The remarks were reportedly made 
in an interview with the French daily 
Le Monde in Damascus. 

While officials in Jerusalem refuse 
to confirm that such a proposal has 
been conveyed to Damascus, the re¬ 
ported remarks are consistent with a 
statement made this past summer by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

When asked in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defense Committee a few 
months ago whether be opposes Syri¬ 
an control of Lebanon, participants 
quoted Rabin as saying he is not 
bothered by the fact that some of 
Syria’s military is diverted from other 
tasks by remaining in Lebanon. 

It should be noted that Israel and 
Syria have abided by an informal 
“red line” agreement whereby the 
Syrian military is not deployed in 
southern Lebanon. The Taif agree¬ 


ment signed in 1989, which commit¬ 
ted Syria to withdraw to the Bekaa 
Valley as the first step in departing 
Lebanon, has never been implement¬ 
ed. While the US remains formally 
committed to Taif, US officials say 
privately they are not pressing Da¬ 
mascus to comply. 

Rabin has several times listed con¬ 
ditions for Israel's exit from southern 
Lebanon, but be has pointedly never 
made such a departure contingent 
upon Syria leaving that country. 
Rather, he has said that Israel’s exit 
from southern Lebanon will occur six 
to nine months after Hizbullah is dis¬ 
armed and the Lebanese Army is de¬ 
ployed there. 

Israel also seeks the reintegration 
of its allied South Lebanese Army 
into the regular Lebanese military. 

Syria has refused to allow Lebanon 
to proceed independently towards a 
deal with Israel. At the same time, 
Israeli officials make it clear that re¬ 
solving the security situation in 
southern Lebanon is an essential 
component to any Israeli-Syrian 
peace agreement

Golan Winery celebrates expansion Valley Railway might run again 


LESS than a week after the aid of 
their hunger strike at flam la Go¬ 
lan Heights residents gathered 
yesterday to celebrate the expan¬ 
sion of their best known industry, 
the Golan Winery. 

The NIS 7 million expansion 
project has tripled the wineiy’s vis¬ 
itors’ area — with a small museum 
on wine- making and an auditori¬ 
um - and also Increased the pro¬ 
duction areas. The investment is 
half of the N1S 14m. to be spent 
on improvements over a four-year 
period; almost 40 percent of which 
is a direct grant from the 
government. 

Winemaker Philip Steinsch- 
neider said the winery - whose 
Yarden wine is considered by wine 
experts to be the best in Israel - 
has no contingency plan for evacu¬ 
ation in the event of an Israeli

pullout from the Golan Heights. 
In fact, he said, it is p lanning to 
plant more grapes. 

“We now have 2^00 dunams 
(700 acres) of vineyards. Next year 
we plan to plant 300 more dun¬ 
ams,” he said 

Only about 3 percent of the Yar¬ 
den plantings, their prize-winning 
Cabernet Sauvignon grapes,, are 
outside the Golan, in Ramot Naf- 
tali in Galilee, he said 
“We're completely dependent 
on the Golan. That's the key to 
our quality,” Steinschneider said 
Katzrin Local Council chairman 
Sammy Bar-Lev said the govern¬ 
ment had put the Golan residents 
m an impossible situation, but that 
they would nonetheless continue 
both to produce and to struggle for 


their cause. 

In response. Industry and Trade 
Minister Micha Harish agreed that 
the life of the Golan settlers is 
filled with uncertainty, and said 
this is likely to continue. But he 
praised the winery as a productive 
and successful industry. 

“Each of us hopes [the issue of 
the Golan] will end the way we 
want and I extend my wishes that 
we all meet here next year to cele¬ 
brate the success of the Golan 
Winery,” Harish said 
Segev Yerovoam, director of 
the winery, said that if the Golan 
Heights were returned, Israel 
would still have good wine, but not 
like that of Yarden. 

“There would still be fine wines 
from Israel and abroad, but ntft 
wines of this quality or these vari¬ 
eties,” Yerovoam said 


THE Ports and Railways Author¬ 
ity has obtained from the D.AJL 
planning company preliminary 
plans for reopening the Valley 
Railway, with an eye toward even¬ 
tually linking it to the Jordanian 
and Syrian rail systems. 

The Valley Railway was opened 
in 1905 as a branch of toe Hejaz 
Railway, and ran until the War of 
Independence. Since then parts of 
the original track bed have been 
expropriated by varions bodies, 
including Kibbutz Yagur, Ram at 
David, and toe Shatta Prison.

In view of toe peace process 
with neighboring countries and the 
prospect of free movement be¬ 
tween them, toe authority is exam¬ 
ining the possibility of reopening 
toe line, which would link up with 
neighboring countries as-part of a 
regional railway network. 

The projected line would link 
Jordan and Syria and pass through 
the Jezreel and Beit She’an val¬ 
leys, a topographically convenient 
route about 100 km. in length, and 


is expected to cost $250 millian. 

The line would 1 start in Haifa, 
and cross the length of the Jezreel 
Valley, through Afuta to Beit 
She’an. Beyond that, toe route can 
contnme through Hamat Gader in 
toe direction of Der’a in Syria and 
link up to the Syrian railway, sys¬ 
tem, or from eastwards to Ifoid in 
Jordan and a link to toe Jor danian 
system.

“Our plans are aimed at holding 
onto the Hermon and our homes 
here by whatever means we can, 
without having to resort to vio¬ 
lence,” he. said.

AN “atmosphere of terror” has over¬ 
taken Jerusalem’s Old City and is 
keeping many from visiting the West¬ 
ern Wall, Rabbi Yehuda Getz; rabbi 
of the Wall, declared yesterday. 

“Something must be done imme¬ 
diately to improve security in the Old 
City,” an upset Getz told the Knesset 
Interior Committee. 

Getz ignored committee chairman 
Yehoshua Matza’s request to sit 
while speaking, as is toe custom, and 
delivered a standing tirade a gainst an 
alleged “lack of security.” 

“There is an atmosphere of terror 
in the Old City that is keeping away 
not only worshipers, bur also pupils 
whose parents won’t let them go and 
soldiers no longer taken there on 
tours,” Getz told the committee. He 
and other Old City Jewish leadets 
charged that police are not keeping 
toe.main pedestrian arteries to toe 
Western wall safe, particularly from 
Damascus Gate along Rehov Haggai. 

They dismissed statistics showing 
terror attacks were down in toe Old 
City, saying there were fewer attacks 
only because fewer Jews were com¬ 
ing throu gh the . Moslem and Chris¬ 
tian quarters. 

'“There have been few attacks 
around Damascus Gate, because no 
one is going through there anymore,” 
said David Sflverberg, who spoke in 
the name of Western Wall 
worshipers. 

Jerusalem police chief Cmdr. Arye 


Amir dismissed the alle gati ons. He 
noted that Getz himself has said that 
last year there were three to four 
million visitors to the Western Wafi. 

Amit also rejected a proposal by 
Old City leaders and Jerusalem Dep¬ 
uty Mayor Meshulam Amit that 
guard posts be buflt on Rehov Haggai 
and other areas prone to attack. 

Stationary posts simply become 
targets, Amit said, adding that foot 
patrols are more effective in keeping 
toe peace. 

Police manpower is to be beefed np 
soon on a permanent basis by sol¬ 
diers, who will serve under police 
command in the Old ■City, Amit told 
toe committee. 

Matza said committee members 
would soon tour the Old City to see 
first hand what, is needed to improve 
security there.

PORT-AU-PRINCE 


HAITIAN coup leader Michel 
Francois fled the country yester¬ 
day. and the US Embassy said it 
anticipates the departure of Hai¬ 
ti's other two military chieftans 
“in the near future." 

Francois, police chief of the 
capital, masterminded squads of 
"attaches" or army auxiliaries 
who were responsible for much of 
the terror in the nation since the 
September 1991 overthrow of 
elected President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide. 

There was no indication that fel¬ 
low coup leaders Lt. Gen. Raoul 
Cedras and army chief of staff Phi¬ 
lippe Biamby had joined Francois in 
exile. The United States, which has 
sent about 19.000 troops to Haiti to 
help restore the elected government, 
is seeking the peaceful departure of 
all three "military leaders. 

Francois. Cedras and Biamby 
have agreed to step down by Oct. 
15 under a last-minute plan that 
narrowly averted a US invasion. 

Francois fled Port-au-Prince at 
9:30 p.m. sneaking past the Hai¬ 
tian border post, said US Embassy 
spokesman Stanley Schrager. Af¬ 
ter being delayed several hours, 
he crossed the border at Mai Paso 
about 10:30 a.m. enroute to the 
capital of Santo Domingo, accord¬ 
ing to border officials who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity. 

“His departure represents a ma¬ 
jor step foward" in laying the 
groundwork for the restoration of 
democracy. Schrager. the US em¬ 
bassy spokesman, said yesterday. 


“There is a new sheriff in town. 
We fully anticipate the departure 
of Gen. Cedras and Gen. Biamby 
in the near future." 

Francois, traveling in a four- 
wbeel-drive vehicle, was accom¬ 
panied by his wife, his brother Ev¬ 
ans. two other women and three 
bodyguards, a customs agent said. 

Evans Francois has a luxurious 
residence in the Dominican Re¬ 
public. which shares the Caribbe¬ 
an island of Hispaniola with Haiti. 

Despite the reports, the Domin¬ 
ican Republic's foreign affairs sec¬ 
retary. Carlos Morales Troncoso, 
would not confirm yesterday that 
Francois had been granted politi¬ 
cal asylum. 

The news electrified Aristide 
supporters. 

“It is an important step toward 
the re-establishment of democracy 
and peace." Port-au-Prince May¬ 
or Evans Paul. Aristide's cam¬ 
paign manager, told the AP. “The 
others (Cedras and Biamby) 
should follow his example." 

Francois, a police precinct chief 
when his men rose up against 
Aristide, was widely seen as the 
power behind three years of mili¬ 
tary domination. 

He enriched himself through 
control of customs, ports and tele¬ 
communication divisions of gov¬ 
ernment. His lieutenants con¬ 
trolled lucrative contraband 
businesses that flourished after 
the United Nations imposed a se¬ 
ries of economic sanctions against 
the military regime. (AP) 


One-time exile wins Brazil poll 


SAO PAULO (Reuter) - Fernan¬ 
do Henrique Cardoso, a free-mar- 
ket advocate whom the military 
once forced into exile, won Bra¬ 
zil’s presidential elections by a 
wide margin, exit polls showed. 

Cardoso swept to victory by 
reaping nearly six million votes 
more than all other candidates 
combined - a margin easily big 
enough to avoid a runoff with his 
nearest rival. leftist Luiz Inado 
Lula da Silva. 

Vote-counting was due to begin 
early yesterday, and final results 
were not expected until next 
week. 

But Cardoso's backers were al¬ 
ready looking to his future govern¬ 


ment. which will face the chal¬ 
lenge of bringing back growth and 
stability to a nation wracked by 
poverty, crime, corruption and 
political upheaval. 

Inflation, once at world-record 
levels, is at its lowest rate in eight, 
years thanks to a popular anti- 
inflation plan created'by Cardoso 
when he was economy minister 
early this year. 


“Next year has to be the year of 
consolidation of economic re¬ 
forms. That's what awaits us.” 
said congressman Fabio Feldman 
of Cardoso's Brazilian Social 
Democratic Party.

Yeltsin confident on anniversary of revolt 


MOSCOW (Reuter) - President 
Boris Yeltsin said yesterday he 
was building a Russia “without 
evil, blood and deception" a year 
after crushing a hardline revolt. 

Addressing a news conference 
on the anniversary of the col¬ 
lapse of the parliamentary rebel¬ 
lion, Yeltsin offered his allies 
more reforms and his Communist 
rivals a place in government. 

He also said he opposed any 
postponement of presidential 
elections set for 1996. 

Speaking a week after a suc¬ 
cessful trip to Washinton, he also 
served notice rhat Russia re¬ 
mained a “great power" and 
would insist on being consulted 
on international affairs. 

The 63-year-old Russian lead¬ 
er opened his hour-long Kremlin 
news conference with an expres¬ 
sion of regret for the more than 


140 deaths - on both sides of the 
confrontation - in two days of 
clashes last year in central 
Moscow. 

“The main thing is that a sec¬ 
ond October revolution did not 
occur,” he said, referring to the 
1917 Bolshevik revolution that 
ushered in more than seven de¬ 
cades of Communist rule. 

“We are building a new Russia 
without evil, blood and decep¬ 
tion and remember those who 
died, regardless of whether they 
were defending democracy or 
were on the side of those pushing 
Russia towards civil war...Our 
biggest gain is that we have 
achieved a political and econom¬ 
ic consensus." 

At dawn on October 4, 1993 
tanks dispatched by Yeltsin to 
the White House parliament con¬ 
fronted hardline deputies holed 


up inside and blasted them into 
submission within hours. 

Emboldened by hardline dem¬ 
onstrations which routed police 
on Moscow streets, the deputies 
led by Vice President Alexander 
Rutskoi had called for the sei¬ 
zure of key Moscow buildings to 
-oust Yeltsin. At least 140 people 
died in two days of fighting. 

Yeltsin told reporters the in¬ 
tervening year had seen the first 
signs of economic and political 
reforms bearing fruit. 

Monthly inflation, be said, had 
been reduced from 25 percent to 
four percent, creating an “explo¬ 
sive effect” in Western minds. 
Consumers were saving more 
and shops were full of goods. 

“There is a completely differ¬ 
ent attitude to Russia from a year 
ago. Any change in policy is out 


of the question, 1 " he said. 

“We have decided to be just a 
bit tougher with reforms than we 
have so far. If there are no nega¬ 
tive influences in the social 
sphere, then let's go forward.” 

Yeltsin said he opposed any 
postponement of new presiden¬ 
tial elections in mid-1996, as had 
been suggested by some advisers. 

He said he was considering mi¬ 
nor changes in his government 
and suggested he was ready to let 
Communists into his team. 


“Renewal is something quite 
natural for a living thing," he 
said. “The government is a living 
thing and changing one or two 
ministers is quite possible. There 
is no sin in an opposition member 
joining the government. It would 
only contribute to (social) 
stability.” 


SARAJEVO (Reuter) - Bosnian 
Serb forces inflicted iunnoil on 
the UN’s Bosnian aid network 
yesterday, blocking convoys and 
Getting ‘"unacceptable' condi¬ 
tions for the reopening of Saraje¬ 
vo airport- . . 

UN peacekeepers protested 

the Bosnian Serb Army (B5A) 
had reneged for a third day on 
promises to allow relief for -.7 
million civilians to move freely. 

Aid officials warned it could be 
impossible. to keep Sarajevo s 
380 000 population supplied this 
winter if the aiiport stayed shut 
under Serb threats to shoot down 
planes using it. 

UN special envoy Yasushi 
Akashi planned to go to the Bos¬ 
nian .Serb “capital” of Pale today 
to try to break the impasse at a 
meeting which a UN source said 
was “potentially one of the most 
important of the War." 

The aid program has been in 
chaos for 10 days since tbe Serbs 
halted convoys across 70 percent 
of Bosnian soil under their con¬ 
trol in retaliation for a NATO air 
strike. 

BSA commanders baulked at 
honoring an agreement by their 
political leaders to allow road aid 
to' resume and they hardened 
terms for reopening the airport. 

. The Serbs wanted to share con¬ 
trol of the arrport with the peace¬ 
keepers and also wanted the UN 
to pay for using it. £ 

“They have put forward de¬ 
mands with regard to the airport 
which we regard as unacceptab¬ 
le...a question for example of 
rental fees, licence arrangements 
and so on," spokesman Michael 
Williams said in Zagreb. 1 

He warned it was “highly dan¬ 
gerous” to use the airport in defi¬ 
ance of Serb gunners positioned 
within a few hundred metres 
(yards) of its runway. 

Eighty percent of Sarajevo's 
aid passes through the airport 
and the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) said it would be diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, to feed 
the city without the air bridge. 


Clinton welcomes 
Mandela at White House

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi¬ 
dent Clinton welcomed Nelson 
Mandela to the White House yes¬ 
terday, saying the South African 
leader's path from imprisonment 
in an apartheid state to the presi¬ 
dency of a new democracy is 
“proof that the human spirit can 
never be crushed.” 

“You are living proof that the 
forces of justice and reconciliation 
can bridge any divide," Clinton 
told Mandela at a formal arrival 
ceremony marking the South Afri¬ 
can leader’s first visit to Washing¬ 
ton as president. 

Mandela said the victory against 
apartheid paved the way for a new 
struggle to improve the lot of a 
majority of South Africa's people. 

“We have opened a new battle 
line to fight against poverty, 
against hunger, against jobless¬ 
ness, against homelessness, 
against disease, illiteracy, lack of 
electricity, of running water, of 
health care," he said to an invited 
crowd of 4.500. 

That battle, he said, “may 


prove to be a more difficult bat¬ 
tle” than the fight against 
apartheid.” 

Mandela also paid tribute to the 
support of black America for 
black South Africans’ long fight 
for racial equality. 

“The Afro-Americans never 
forgot that Africa is their conti¬ 
nent,” he said. 

Underscoring the main goal of 
his trip, he made a plea for Ameri¬ 
can investment to rebuild South 
Africa's economy, which has lan¬ 
guished under years of interna¬ 
tional sanctions against the apart¬ 
heid system of racial separation. 

“People of the United States of 
America, come and invest in our 
country,” he said. 

He said he was confident he 
would not go home “with empty 
hands.” 

Mandela was beginning a five- 
day stay focused on efforts to win 
private investment and business 
interest in South Africa, where in¬ 
vestor concerns about political 
stability linger. 


TURKU (Reuter) - The Estonia, 
a ghost ship lying at the bottom of 
the Baltic Sea, is keeping its se¬ 
crets - for the moment. 

Remote-controlled video cam¬ 
eras have shot 16 hours of footage 
of the wreck of the huge car and 
passenger ferry that sank a week 
ago, but the ship’s windows simply 
reflect the camera lights, refusing 
them entry. 

Inside the vessel are entombed 
the bodies of more than 800 men, 
women and children, their lives 
ended suddenly when a pleasure 
cruise over the Baltic Sea turned 
into a nightmare as water rushed 
in through the ferry’s front door. 

“It looks a little like a ghost 
ship, but of course we can only see 
parts of the ship through the cam¬ 
eras, only a few square metres at a 
time,” said Tuomo Karppinen, a 
member of the board of inquiry 
examining the disaster. 

Karppinen, who has seen al¬ 
most all of the footage, said no 
bodies had been seen. The grainy 
film footage gives an ironic sense 


of calm and tran quilli ty as the re¬ 
mote controlled machines glide 
along the exterior of the ship. - 

“We have seen no bodies, not 
one, and we did not see anything 
dramatic. There are very few ob¬ 
jects around the vessel, just a. 
newspaper, a plastic bag,, things 
like that,” he saitL 

The images have concentrated 
on the Estonia’s bow section - or 
lack of one. The footage showed 
the bow door, which acts as the 
bow of the ship and lifts up in port, 
has been torn off. A gaping hole is 
seen where the 50-tonne door 
should be. 

Hie camera moves slowly along 
the hull of the white-painted ship, 
picking out its name and port of 
origin, “Estonia, Tallinn,” before 
showing lifeboats hanging useless¬ 
ly from derricks. 

Tbe cameras zoom in on the 
bridge, where Captain Aavo 
Andressen is said by Estonian au-f 
thorities to have gone down with 
his strip. The flashlights are re¬ 
flected in the windows, which re- 
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fuse to reveal the interior. 

The video camera did not linger 
outside ordinary cabin windows, 
where each oneprobably conceals 
a. horrible secret. 

-Most of those who escaped 
shortly after midnight were on the. 
top decks, enjoying a drink in the 
bar or one of several shows during 
the voyage. . ft 

Below decks, the older passen¬ 
gers, or families with young chil¬ 
dren were in their beds' and asleep 
when the ship lurched and sank 
suddenly. They are probably still 
trapped in their cabins. 

Most who .died in the disaster 
were Swedes or Estonians. 

No decision has yet been made 
on whether the ship will be sal¬ 
vaged or whether anyone will at¬ 
tempt to bring tbe bodies back to 
the surface for burial. 

A salvage attempt would be one 
of. the most ambitious. ever at-. 
tempted-and bringing bodies from 
inside the ship would be a danger¬ 
ous and grueUing job for divers.

The 
growth of dvfl society, Migdal says, 
is not simply a black-and-white 
question of whether it exists or not 
The strength or weakness of differ¬ 
ent pillais of civil society, “stem¬ 
ming from the environment in 
which it developed,” is hound to 
have a profound effect on the na¬ 
ture of tbe state and its relationship 
to its'dtizens. ' 

In the case of Israel, Migdal ar¬ 
gues, noth little direction from the 
state, “public assodations and be¬ 
havior have inched increasingly 
towards particularism and exclusi- 
vism.” , 

Pull and connections, he con- 
dudes, “have continued to domi¬ 
nate over broad and inclusive dvic 
sorts of public participation; and 
the definition of society has rested 
on narrowly religions and ethnic 
criteria over more broadly dvic 
ones." 

Some of the contributors do not 
hesitate to offer recommendations 
and advice. Writing on “Prospects 
and Difficulties of Democratiza¬ 
tion in the Middle East,” Bulent 
Ecevit, a former prime minister of 
Turkey and now chairman of the 
Democratic Left party, argues 
that Palestinians “could be a very 
important agent of change in the 
Middle East if they had their own 
independent state.” 

FOR PALESTINE is a bewilder¬ 
ing mix - and too 1 tendentious

is Jordan's main exporter after 
raw materials," said Sameeb Dar- 
wazafa, chairman of Hikma Inter¬ 
national, who founded tbe phar¬ 
maceutical company in 1978. 

In addition to seven existing 


companies. Darwazah said five 
were being established - a signifi¬ 
cant contribution in a national 
economy with an annual GDP of 
only $4 billion. 

Hikma, a private company that 
vies with the publicly traded Arab 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturing 
Co; Ltd. as the largest producer, 
has seen annual turnover rise from 
$23 million in 1990 to $60m. last 
year. Net income went from 
S3.8m. to $7.6m. in tbe same 
period. 

Hikma, now owned by 50 share¬ 
holders but about to apply for a 
listing on Amman’s stock market, 
has doubled its capacity in the last 
two years. Darwazah moves to a 
new administration building later 
this month. 

Although the Middle East re¬ 
mains by far the most important 
market, as with all Jordan's phar¬ 
maceutical manufacturers Hikma 
is looking for expansion in Europe 
and tbe US. 

As part of that strategy, it fol¬ 
lowed up acquisition of a Portu¬ 
guese subsidiary, Hikma Fanna- 
ceutica, in 1989 with the purchase 
in 1991 of West-ward, a US maker 
of generic drugs. 

"The United States will be our 


biggest business in a few years," 
said Darwazah. 

Darwazah is determined to fo¬ 
cus on the products that have pro¬ 
vided growth so far - the generic 
drugs no longer protected by pat¬ 
ents and drugs produced under 
license. 

“We want to be one of the lead¬ 
ing multinationals in generics," he 
said, believing that relatively low 
labor costs and the standards al¬ 
ready reached to enter Western 
markets will see off the competi¬ 
tion in this fast-growing field. 

A different strategy is laid out at 
the Arab Pharmaceutical Manu¬ 
facturing Co. Ltd. by president 
Maan Shuqair, bolder of a doctor¬ 
ate in engineering from Britain's 
Sheffield University, who enthusi¬ 
astically promotes new products. 

“APM is no longer a copier of 
generic products," he said. “We 
were number one, we were the 
biggest. But to survive we had to 
be different, and to international¬ 
ize "we had to be different from 
international companies.” 

A new product, based on natu¬ 
ral substances that he said would 
categorize it as health food, has 
proved extremely effective in 
combating jaundice in newborns. 


he said in his office in Amman.

He also plans to test a new line 
of shampoos and health-care 
products in the Chicago market 
later this year under the name 
Dermage. 

“We are expanding vertically 
and horizontally beyond the phar¬ 
maceutical products," said Shu¬ 
qair.

Iraq seizes homes of Shi’ite leaders

■RAQI authorities have seized 
the homes of leading Shi'ite 
.Moslem clerics and have or¬ 
dered the eviction of the family of 
the late Ayatollah Abul-Qassem 
Khoei, the Shi’ites' senior reli¬ 
gious figure, his family said. 

Religious endowment proper¬ 
ties allocated to schools and 
mosques in southern Iraq, where 
the majority Shi’ites dominate, 
have also been seized, the al- 
Khoei Foundation said in a state¬ 
ment this week. 

The London-based foundation, 
ran by the ayatollah's grandson. 
Yusif Khoei, said many of the 
clerical leaders whose homes were 
confiscated are in prison. 

At least 100 senior Shi'ite cler¬ 
ics,* including other members of 
the influential Khoei family; have 
been imprisoned since 1991. 

Ayatollah Khoei and other reli¬ 
gious figures were arrested in 
March 1991 after the Baghdad re¬ 


gime had brutally crashed an up¬ 
rising by tbe Shi’ites in southern 
Iraq in tire aftermath of Saddam's 
Gulf War defeat. 

The ayatollah was later freed 
and died at 95 on August 8,1992, 
while under house arrest in his 
home in the Shi’ite holy city of 
Najaf, south of Baghdad. 

“These measures are... part of 
the policy of the Iraqi government 
to control the 1,000-year-old Shi¬ 
'ite religious institution in Najaf,” 
Yusif Khoei said by telephone 
from London. 

The ayatollah’s son, Moham¬ 
med Taghi Khoei, was killed in 
July when his car was crushed by a 
freight track near Najaf. 

Iran, which has close links with 
Iraq’s Shi'ites, claimed he was de¬ 
liberately killed as part of Bagh¬ 
dad's campaign to suppress the 
Shi'ites. Baghdad denied it. 

Shi'ites form around 55 percent 
of Iraq's 18 million population. 


But the Baath Party regime in 
Baghdad is dominated by the mi¬ 
nority Sunnis. 

Saddam’s regime has been 
cracking down on the Shi'ites 
since 1991, and tens of thousands 
are reported to have perished at 
the hands of Saddam's military 
and security forces. 

Khoei and other opponents of 
the regime claim thousands of 
mosques, shrines, schools and li¬ 
braries have been destroyed or 
shut down by the regime in an 
effort to crush the Shi'ites. 

Iraq meanwhile denied Iranian 
allegations it was holding more 
than 15,000 Iranian prisoners of 
war in secret camps, and claimed 
the men were killed during the 
1980-88 Gulf war. 

The ruling Baath party daily 
Alh-Thawra said Teheran's allega¬ 
tions were an attempt to mislead 
the Iranian people by masking the 
extent of Iranian casualties 


The head of Iran's Commission 
for Prisoners of War, Mohammed 
Ali Nazar an, said that “according 
to well-documented facts, over 
15,000 Iranians missing in action 
are being held in secret camps in 
Iraq." 


Egypt 

to debate 
female 
circumcision 

T HE Egyptian parliament 
will soon debate a law ban¬ 
ning the widespread prac¬ 
tice of female circumcision. Popu¬ 
lation Minister Maher Mahran 
was quoted as saying. 

An Egyptian nongovernmental 
organization working to halt the 
mutilation of women estimates 91 
percent of Egyptian women have 
been subjected to the ordeal. 

“Female circumcision is danger¬ 
ous and it should vanish. Religion 
cannot accept anything that is 
harmful to health," Mahran said. 

The Egyptian government was 
criticized during last month's 
United Nations Conference on 
Population and Development in 
Cairo for not doing more to stop 
female circumcision. ■ 

To the embarrassment of the 
government, the US Cable News 
Network (CNN) showed footage 
of a 10-year-old Egyptian girl be¬ 
ing circumcised while her parents 
looked on. 

Police derained the film's Egyp¬ 
tian producer for 24 hours, while 
the two men who performed the 
operation are still in jail. 

Female circumcision is illegal 
only in government hospitals and 
clinics, but doctors can perform it 
in their private clinics. Most oper¬ 
ations are done by circumcisers 
with little or no medical training. 

Circumcision is a controversial 
issue among religious leaders in 
Egypt. Moslem theologians from 
many schools say circumcision for 
both men and women is compul¬ 
sory in Islam. 

But Mahran said: “Circumci¬ 
sion will be considered a crime. 
Whoever practices it will be 
punished. 

“But punishment is not enough 
because the practice has been in¬ 
grained as a tradition for thou¬ 
sands of years. There must be an 
awareness campaign that high¬ 
lights the harm of female circumci¬ 
sion and makes people understand 
there is no religion in the world 
that accepts it,” Mahran added.

Iran bans 
cash changers 

T HE streets of downtown Te¬ 
heran. usually bustling with 
money changers lugging 
briefcases full of cash, fell quiet 
after a ban on unlicensed dealers, 
according to Teheran radio. 

.“.Things were quiet in the vicini¬ 
ty of tbe Central Bank, and for¬ 
eign exchange dealers were re¬ 
fraining from sales and purchases 
near banks and licensed money 
changers,” the radio reported. 

The radio said that licensed ex¬ 
change centers have been ordered 
to display foreign exchange sales 
and purchase rates. 

It added that the businesses had 
also been instructed to refrain 
from buy-only and sell-only tac¬ 
tics, which in the past have been 
used to manipulate the price of the 
ailing rial. 

The ban on unauthorized sellers 
was announced at the weekend by 
the Interior Ministry. It was the 
latest of many efforts by the gov¬ 
ernment to stabilize the rial.(AP)

I F Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin had his way, 
there would be no such thing as Basic Laws in 
Israel. Though a professed admirer of the US 
constitution, Rabin has stated that he prefers the 
constitutional improvisation which prevailed in 
Israel before the introduction of the “Basics.” 
The country survived just fine, he once said, 
without these “stupid laws.” 

Indeed, without these laws it would have been 
easier for Rabin to form a coalition with the haredi 
Shas party. Unlike secular parties with a political 
and socio-economic agenda, Shas is concerned 
strictly with its own parochial interests. Shas 
leaders made this clearer than ever in recent days. 
To pressure Rabin into effecting their return to the 
government, they threatened to vote against a 
Golan withdrawal if he failed to deliver. The 
fateful question of the Golan itself is obviously 
meaningless to them. They will vote for with¬ 
drawal the minute they get the two ministerial 
seats they were promised. 

The reason Shas is perturbed by Basic Laws is 
that they often invalidate what is knows as the 
“status quo” in religious affairs. This imprecise 
term refers to an agreement between secular gov¬ 
ernments and orthodox parties to freeze religious 
laws and regulations effective at the time of the 
establishment of the state. 

But there is, of course, no way to maintain such 
a freeze. Attitudes, values and customs change, 
and regulations must change to fit new communi¬ 
ty standards. Nor are the customs of the “status 
quo” always compatible with democratic con¬ 
cepts of individual liberty and equality before the 


law. To demand that new generations be forced to 
abide by such undemocratic customs is uncon¬ 
scionable, and the High Court of Justice has 
readied precisely this conclusion. It has upheld 
laws that contravened the “status quo,” and it has 
determined that individual rights supersede coali¬ 
tion agreements. 

This is what Shas wishes to annul in its coali¬ 
tion agreement with the government It wants a 
f^mmiriment from Rabin and die Labor Party that 
if the High Court overturns a law they favor, the 
government will introduce legislation to overturn 
the court’s decision. 

To say that this undermines the separation 
between the legislative and judicial branches of 
government is an understatement It threatens the 
very foundations of die democratic system of 
government. It opens the way to government by 
edict instead of government by law. 

To their credit, the human rights activists is 
Labor, including Justice Minister David Liba’i, 
voted agains t the agreement with Shas. Regretta¬ 
bly, their meritoriousness was tarnished by their 
intimating that they were casting a negative vote 
only because they knew they would be defeated. 

The official Labor excuse for so blatantly sell¬ 
ing out on democratic principles is that it assures a 
stable government coalition “for peace.” The 
notion is all too familiar the goal sanctifies the 
means. But that even human rights and democrat¬ 
ic values must be sacrificed on the altar of the 
government’s policies can only make one wonder 
about the value of e-peace which depends on the 
votes of a party like Shas. 


A real news service 


T HE planned cancellation of shortwave over¬ 
seas radio broadcasts by the Israel Broad¬ 
casting Authority makes one wonder about 
the government’s order of priorities. For more 
than SO years, since before the establishment of 
the state, these broadcasts have provided a link 
between this country and the Diaspora. This is not 
merely a matter of sentiment For Jews living in 
non-democratic, closed societies, Israeli broad¬ 
casts provided the only news of the region on 
which they could rely. That the Jewish communi¬ 
ties in the Soviet empire remained informed about 
Israel was largely due to these broadcasts to which 
they listened clandestinely, and often at great risk. 
This is still true for Jews in oppressive countries 
like Iran. 

Since 1967, Israel’s foreign broadcasts have 
performed a service for listeners in the free world, 
too. By being a source of accurate news, they have 
countered the prevailing bias in the agenda-driven 
general media. The intention to close down these 
broadcasts purportedly stems from budgetary con¬ 
siderations. But it is difficult to imagine that the 
savings would be meaningful. The programs are 
not original productions - they are produced for 
local consumption. Nor is it likely that IBA em¬ 
ployees will be dismissed - a virtual impossibility 
under present rules. 

Most of the expenditure for the overseas opera¬ 
tion consists of die cost of the transmitters them¬ 
selves - hardly a staggering amount Until six 
years ago, the budget was provided by the Jew¬ 
ish Agency and the Foreign Ministry, but in 1988 
they withdrew, and the IBA assumed the costs. 
In 1991, it cut shortwave broadcasts to the Ameri¬ 
cas, e liminating prime-time transmissions to 
avoid having to employ broadcasters after mid¬ 
night Israel time. At this point, both the Jewish 
Agency and the government agree that the broad¬ 


casts are important, but neither is willing to pay 
for them. 

Proponents of the cancellation die die over¬ 
whelming predominance of television in news 
broadcasting. Israel shortwave radio cannot com¬ 
pete with the ubiquitous little screen, they say, mid 
until Israel can mount something like CNN or the 
BBC-TV World Service it should not waste ef¬ 
forts on radio. But for all the accessibility of 
television news, Israel Radio has proved a prime 
source of information for numberless listeners 
throughout the world. During the Gulf War, for 
instance, friends of Israel everywhere turned to 
these broadcasts for information. For those con¬ 
cerned about the country, first-hand reliable news 
seems to outweigh the attraction of television. 

The Foreign Ministry, burdened by expendi¬ 
tures resulting from growth in relations with new 
countries, has not offered to renew its support 
But it would be short-sighted of it to let tins link 
with the world disappear. Nor should the Jewish 
Agency allow this vital connection with the Dias¬ 
pora be lost The IBA, too, should consider other 
measures. As Yehiel Leket, chairman of the Jew¬ 
ish Agency’s Zionist Executive, put it “I could 
point to a long list of measures to cut the ISA’s 
budget before stopping these broadcasts.” 

Indeed, it is difficult to think of a public agency 
more wasteful and inefficient than the IBA. No 
equivalent broadcasting company in the industrial 
world produces so little and so poorly at such high 
costs. Before eliminating one of the few useful 
services it performs, the IBA may do the country a 
favor by cutting its staff by half. 

In fact, if there is any justification for the 
government running a broadcasting network it is 
that Israel should have subsidized foreign broad¬ 
casts. If these cease to exist, there is no reason for 
the government to remain in the news business.

AMERICAN TROOPS ON THE GOLAN 


Sir, - Today the Clinton Adminis¬ 
tration wants us to withdraw from the 
Golan Heights and rely on American 
troops for our security. This is not 
good either for the American army or 
fra us. 

For the US Army, it will distort the 
deployment of its heavily reduced 
forces, putting a significant limitation 
on the flexibility of the army to re¬ 
spond to challenges elsewhere in the 
world. 

It will alter the relationship with 
the Jewish stale from one of mutual 
respect and cooperation to an un¬ 
healthy one of defender/protector. 
During the Gulf War, we remained on 
the sidelines. When our cities were 
attacked by Iraqi rockets, we heeded 
President Bush's plea to refrain from 
taking action and rely on America to 
take care of the Iraqis for us. At the 
time we were [Raised for our re¬ 
straint. Bat less than 8 year later, 
when we did not see exactly eye-to- 


eye on something, Mr. Bush gave us a 
tongu e -lashing , reminding us dispar¬ 
agingly that we had no right to argue 
with him since “American boys de¬ 
fended Israel during the Gulf War.” 

Most important of all, US army 
presence could ultimately lead to a 
confrontation between os and the last 
thing either of us wants is to find 
ourselves looking at each other down 
the barrel of a gun. There is a critical 
difference in the priorities and goals 
of the US and Israel Israel’s ultanate 
goal is to survive while the ultimate 
goal of the US is regional stability. 

Curiously enough, if the Syrians 
are convinced .that American forces 
will serve to prevent Israel from ef¬ 
fectively retaliating, the presence of 
American troops on the Heights may 
very well raise rather than reduce the 
chance of war.

O UR prime minister is ex¬ 
cessively fond of talking 
about priorities. He estab¬ 
lishes them, changes them, enjoys 
them. That’s where the problem 
begins. 

As long as a leader sees a priori¬ 
ty as a tool, that's fine. One might 
even call it an essential condition 
for proper functioning. 

But when he begins treating it as 
a sort of mantra and firing off pri¬ 
orities in all directions, trouble is 
around the comer. 

Example: a new Rabin order of 
priorities is repeatedly cited in 
connection with the government’s 
political goals. Jerusalem first, 
then strategic zones in Judea and* 
Samaria and, in third place (this is 
stressed) the Golan Heights. 

At fust glance, one sees what 
jurists call “a false presentation.” 

Rabin's new order of priorities 
has no real foundation. No known 
political marketplace currently 
gives Israel the option of choosing 
between the goals he cites, or list¬ 
ing them in order of importance. 

More exactly, no heavenly angel 
or earthly diplomat can offer us 
any of these objectives. And no 
foreign factor can notify us of any¬ 
one’s willingness to acquiesce in 
any Israeli sovereignty beyond the 
1967 lines. 

Nowhere do we discern any sce¬ 
nario that allows Israel a choice 
regarding any small segment of the 
territories, in the light of this or 
that Israeli consideration. And 
any straggle over any of the three 
goals goes on/in a vacuum, since 
no Israeli concession in any one of 
them will help achieve anything as 
regards the other two. 

If the intention is to avoid a total 
Israeli retreat, what has that to do 
with listing Jerusalem, “strategic

areas” and the Golan Heights? 
Where did the idea originate that 
it is difficult for us, as a state, to 
struggle simultaneously for all 
three objectives? Is our national 
energy too limited? 

Can’t tiie government drum up 
the required number of officials 
and army officers to prepare tire 
necessary background material? 

Rabin just loves 
priorities. That’s 
the problem 

Aren’t there enough luxury .hotels 
to host all the meetings seeded? 

A SECOND look at Rabin’s prior¬ 
ities discloses the old danger of a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. 

Logic dictates, for instance, that 
die Syrians won’t get involved In 
foe Issue of Jerusalem, or in the 
fate of those “strategic” areas in 
Judea and Samaria. Similarly, the 
Palestinians and Jordanians won't 
intervene in our demands vis-a-vis 
the-Golan. 

In brief, not only is there no 
substantive link between foe three 
items on Rabin’s list, Israel also 
has no reason or interest in linking 
them. What it needs to do is rebut 
every attempt by President Assad 
to interfere in mattere not directly 
related to the Israeli-Syrian 
relationship. 

But how to achieve this if the 
prime minister constantly invites 
the exact opposite? How can we 
maneuver between Damascus and 


Amman, when they are combined 
in a single package? What kind of 
political wisdom is Babin demon¬ 
strating in hii statements on 
priorities? 

Still another look reveals a sin¬ 
gular bargaining acuity. Bven if we 
assume mat foe US is forcefully 
demanding that we choose be¬ 
tween Rabin's three objectives, or 
think we have to try and drag foe 
Syrians into every Israeli-Axab 
confrontation, it is still difficult to 
understand why we need proclaim 
priorities from foe rooftops. . . 

After the premier’s latest Hate- 
rnent, the Syrians could be telling 
themselves that there is. room for 
further parley over Jerusalem and 
other areas, but the Golan is Isra¬ 
el’s weakest flank. Just a bit more 
pressure, they might be saying, 
and it win become oum And, of 
course, a little more p re ssu re after 
that, and the second priority item 
will vanish, and so on. 

’Tor 3,000 yean, Jews in the 
Diaspora prayed faring Jerusalem, 
not Gamut,’’ declared the prime 
minister to a young Labor audi¬ 
ence, as he attempted to oqfain 
his priorities. (Someone ought to 
inform him that foe Diaspora U 
only 2,000 yeas old.) 

And, one might- tsk. him, what 
will the fate of Neveh Avivlm, 
Hmzliya Pituah and Caesarea be? 
(None of those places were faced 
by Jews as they prayed in the 
Diaspora.)

MOS Carmel was quite 
ri ght to draw attention to 
Prime Minister Rabin’s re¬ 
markable comparison between a 
Jewish settler asked to leave his 
home on the Golan Heights and “a 
Palestinian who was forced to 
abandon his home in Jaffa 46 years 
ago” (The Jerusalem Post, Sep¬ 
tember 26). But he totally misun¬ 
derstood foe equation Rabin was 
making. 

Rabm’s message to the Golan 
settlers was clear enough. He 
might have added that, whQe foe 
settlers would be resettled in their 
own country, with compensation 
and help from the government, the 
Palestinians went into exfle as ref¬ 
ugees (although the host countries 
deserve severe condemnation for 
failing to resettle them). 

Rabin’s remark was highly sig¬ 
nificant, quite apart from foe con¬ 
text of foe Golan problem. Far 
from implicitly endorsing foe Pal¬ 
estinians’ “right of return,” he was 
doing just foe opposite. 

Since there would be no ques¬ 
tion of the settlers returning to foe 
Golan, clearly he was implying 
that the Palestinians couldn't ex¬ 
pect to return to Jaffa either. 

What he was telling the Palestin¬ 
ians, in effect, was: I know you 
had to make a painful sacrifice 46 
years ago in the course of the 
struggle between us, but today we 
are asking our own people to make 
a painful sacrifice in order to en¬ 
able us to complete foe peace with 
our Arab neighbors. 

Rabin’s words indicate a con¬ 
sciousness of the other side’s point 
of view - in striking contrast to 
Golda Meir’s refusal even to admit 
to the existence of a Palestinian 
Arab people. 

I can recall no parallel from any 
Labor spokesman. The nearest 
was David Ben-Gurion’s state¬ 
ment, in foe Fifties, that he under¬ 
stood the motives of foe Arab in¬ 
filtrators who crossed the lines to 
commit sabotage and murder. 
This, by the way, fodn’t prevent 
Be&Gurion from taking the most 
severe measures, mdnfong aimed 
retaliation, to deter the infiltra¬ 
tors.

Equally, Rabm’s comment does 
not imply recognition of foe Pales¬ 
tinian “right of return,” or any 
weakness in fighting terrorism and 
defending Jewish lives. What it 
does reveal is a praiseworthy effort 
to understand the other side. 

If it is necessary to “know foe 
enemy” in order to fight it more 
effectively, how much more im-

portant is that knowledge when 
foe objective is peace, which in¬ 
volves a compromise between foe 
aspirations of die two parties. 

To understand foe motives of 
foe Palestinians, we have to go 
bad: to World War L Following 
foe breakup of the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire, all its Arab components, 
sooner or later, achieved indepen¬ 
dence. 

There was one exception: foe 
Arabs of Palestine; and foe reason 
was obvious: under foe Balfour 
Declaration and the League of Na¬ 
tions Mandate, -that country was 
reserved for foe establishment of a 
Jewish national home. 

* 

AS A convinced Zionist, I have no 
doubt of the justice of this appar¬ 
ent exception to the principle of 
national self-determination. Hie 
League of Nations applied that 
principle to foe Jewish people as a 
whole, recognizing, hi the pream¬ 
ble to the Mandate, "foe historical 
connection of the Jewish people 
with Palestine” and “foe grounds 
for reconstituting their national 
home in that country.” 

fiiaim Wcmnam realized that 
the conflict between Jews and Ar¬ 


abs was not between right and 
wrong, but between two rights: the 
Jewish people’s right to have one 
spot on earth it could call its own, 
and foe Arab right to self-rule. In 
view of foe vast texritories gained 
by the Arabs, he believed that foe 
Jewish right to what Balfonr called 
'’this tiny notch” must have 
precedence. 

It is neither surprising nor un¬ 
natural that the Arabs did not rec¬ 
ognize this ruling by an interna¬ 
tional organization in which, at foe 
time, they were not represented; 
or that they resisted its implemen¬ 
tation by force - althongh there is 
no excuse for foe brutality of their 
terrorist attacks against innocent 
civilians. 1 

Over half a century ago, the Zi¬ 
onist movement adopted the prin¬ 
ciple of partition as a compromise 
solution to the conflict When foe 
Afabs refused to consider it, Israel 
was compelled to use force in self- 
defense, in the hope that they 
would ultimately realize the futili¬ 
ty of their efforts and agree to 
make peace with foe Jewish State 
of Israel. 

First to adopt that position was 
the late Egyptian President .Sadat 
Now foe Palestinian Arabs and foe 
Jorda ni ans have followed suit. 
These are momentous victories for 
foe Zionist effect and for Israel’s 
success in building an army which' 
has defeated all attempts to de¬ 
stroy the state. 

However, Israel heed not agree 
to everything foe Arabs demand 
Peace can only be achieved 
through negotiation, and the sin¬ 
cerity of Syria’s ostensible readi¬ 
ness for peace can only be tested in 
direct talks about the terms of that 
peace. 

By referring to the Palestinian 
forced to leave his home in Jaffa 
Rabin was implying foal a final 
agreement must satisfy not only 
Israel but also, as far as posable, 
the other side’s aspiration to free¬ 
dom and self-rule. That is why it 
may be regarded as historic.

H AIM Fialkoff knew the 
time was right. It was Pes- 
sah. summer was' ap¬ 
proaching, there were plenty of 
male cousins around at his broth- 
er’s Jerusalem apartment to offer 
■encouragement, and his youngest 
■son Elisha had recently -turned 
three. To Fialkoff, all were dear 
signs die boy was ready for toilet 
training. 

M I talked to him about it, and be 
■seemed to understand and eager' 
to try it," Fialkoff,. 40, recalled 
recently. “I took him Into the 
bathroom and tried to set him up 
next to the toilet. Before I knew 
'What happened, he had dhnbed 
.on /op of the toilet and, looking a 
bit like a gunfighter, proceeded to 
spray the entiro bathroom." . 

„ The Fialkofft, whose .four boys 
and one daughter are now fully. 
'trained, have put the trials of toi- 
■Jct training behind them,, so to 
speak. But Uke.many other fam- 
. Uies, they had the laundry and the 
'frustration to show for having 
[.tried to toilet train their child too 
Boon. 

■ More than ever before, howev¬ 
er, that need not be the case for 
! families about to take the toDet- 
. training plunge. While in the past 
Israeli parents might have bran 
..expected to toilet'train their child 
1a& early as 18 months, attitudes on 
the subject have changed hare. 

Yardena Avner, the Jerusalem 
.Municipality's deputy supervisor 
.of Tipat Halav (mother-and-child) 

. clinics, recalls bow in previous 
^generations, a one-year-old would 
‘be left on the potty until he or she 
produced results. "Or the mother 
would say: ‘I know his time, 1 but 
.mat wasn't really teaching the 
child anything, because you don't 
[want to ‘catch* the child, you want 
"cooperation," she says. 

Parents, she recalls, would um- 
JazeptUy decide tp “get rid of the

^Today’s pmrenls are "more edu- 
’pated and informed” about toilet 
graining, says Avner. 
j. Parents and care giverr "are 
, more conscious of temperamental 
"differences and individual differ' 
-pnees,” says Rina Lewis, director 
‘of the Department of early child- 
■hood education at Exnuntm Com- 
‘piunity College is Jerusalem. 
“And we're so conscious of this 
’that we try to understand the child 
as an individual, and try not to 
. look at tables or generalities about 
"toilet training." 

T Modem technology has also 
played a part. “One big innoyar 
^ion is the use of disposable dia¬ 
pers. To a mother who was boiling 
diapers and didn't have a washing 
jnadrme, the idea of washing your 
'own diapers was. a horrible thing, 
.and you wanted to be free of them 
tas soon as possible," Lewis 
remembers. 

" Today's more easygoing atti- 
.lude is because parents know that 
^physiological readiness for toilet 
training has act extremely wide age 
r pnge. Avner stresses that parents 
' should keep in mind that “the ner¬ 
vous system develops at a certain 
rate which is different in each 
child, and the child is not aware of 
'th e signals telling him or her they 



have, to go to the bathroom earlier 
than that.... The child' wiU get 
through it, as with every other 
procesa.", - 

Avraham Ben-Yohanan, an 
educational and medical psycholo¬ 
gist who runs an Education Minis¬ 
try training center for. school psy¬ 
chologists, notes that a child “may 
just not have the language to un¬ 
derstand what you want from his 
Hfc." Some kids “can do this at 10 
months, some can't at 3Vi yean." 

“The child wfll generally let you 
know that he’s ready," says Ben- 
Yohanan. “Hell see other kids 
going, or be might see adults do¬ 
ing it; and then you can ask him: 
?You want to. fry that?--A kid 
who’s ready and verbal enough to 
understand will try it /When hp 
succeeds and everyone makes a 
big fuss, and he feels really proud 
... it goes naturally." 

That's pretty much the program 
Barbara Black,' 24, of Jerusalem 
followed with, her two-year-old 
daughter, Liba, this past summer. 
“She was very eager," Black re¬ 
calls. “She just asked. She knows 
that everyone else does it, so she 
wanted to sit on the toilet, too. 
She fold us in words and actions. 

“Besides the fact ‘that she 
seemed ready, it was convenient 
because she was home, it was sum- 
mer, -so I would let her walk 
around without a diaper. It took 
about three weeks of really work¬ 
ing on it. 

“At-first I tried to talk to her to 
try to find out when she wanted to 
go, but she didn’t quite under¬ 
stand what I was saying. When she 
bad an accident, I discussed it with 
her, and then she was interested in 
toe fact that there was an alterna¬ 
tive place to do this. Every time 
she went successfully, we clapped, 
jumped and went ‘hurray.’ " Liba- 
is even waking her parents in the 
middle of the night to tell them 
she needs to go. 

By keeping attuned to her 
ctukTs needs. Black made the ex¬ 
perience ‘Very pleasant.” 


Imitation and peer pressure are 
also great teachers. Amle Ben- 
Dor, 42, remembers his son Ari, 
now 10, learned about toilet train¬ 
ing when he was three and got sent 
along with his older sister on a 
Pessah-week walk with a local 
camp. “When they went on this 
walk, the counselors would ask: 
‘Does anyone have to go pee- 
pee?' And (f they did, they went 
right on the street, and eventually 
so did he, and that was it. And 
after that week, he never used a 
diaper." 

Things didn't go so easily for the 
Lieberman family, however, who 
asked that their real names not be 
used. Almost all of their four girls 
> and one boy had-various bed-wet¬ 
ting problems,.: and. their eldest 
daughter, Yael, still has problems 
at age 16. 

Meira, her mother, remembers 
the travails of training Yael, an 
extremely bright child they 
thought could master toilet train¬ 
ing at 21 months. “We were very 
frustrated. You’d walk into her 
room and the stench was overpow¬ 
ering," she recalls. 

When the problem repeated it¬ 
self with other children, including 
six-year-old Akiva, Meira and her 
husband Haim, now in their early 
40s, decided to seek help. After 
ensuring the problem was not 
physical, they found a possible he- 
reditary link, and also noted that 
the children who were having the 
most problems were heavy 
sleepers. 

Alter consulting several special¬ 
ists and first ensuring the problem 
was not purely physical, they opt¬ 
ed for the “bell-and-pad" system, 
whereby a pad is inserted into the 
child’s underwear and is connect¬ 


ed via electrodes to a buzzer. 
When the first drops of urine wet 
the pad, the buzzer sounds, alert¬ 
ing the child to go to the 
bathroom. 

Ben-Avraham's research indi¬ 
cates there may indeed by a link 
between heavy sleepers end bed¬ 
wetting. “I treated about 300 night 
wetters, and hi about 290 cases, 
their parents said: ‘Boy, is be a 
deep sleeper, It's hard to wake 
him up. 1 They need more of a 
stimulus - either external or inter¬ 
nal - than nonwetters." 

The Liebermans also had then- 
children take more responsibility 
for wetting their beds. “We told 
them to take care of changing 
their own sheets. This took the 
shame of it away. They didn't 
have to tell anyone, but they bad 
to take care of it." 

While having children wash 
their own urine-drenched sheets 
may sound severe, Ben-Avraham 
suggests similar responses for 
those who seem to have the hang 
of it, but lack motivation. “You 
want it to be important enough so 
the kid doesn't climb back on the 
slide three times when he feels the 
need to go, but rather goes to the 
toilet. 

“If a child is already four, let’s 
say, have him take off his pants 
and underpants after an accident, 
wash them in the sink, hang them 
outside, take a shower and 
change. He then sees the conse¬ 
quences of his behavior. You're 
not abusing the child, insulting 
hi™ or banging his head against 
the wall. You’re just saying: T 
know you can do it; since it wasn't 
important enough for you to do it, 
and you bad the accident, not me, 
you dean it up.’ " 


Motivation, usually via a system 
of rewards, is equally if not more 
important than “punishment" for 
accidents. “You also have to lead 
the kid in the right direction." says 
Ben-Dor. “He could be saying to 
himself: They keep changing my 
diaper, so what do I care?' So 
there has to be motivation for the 
kid to do it." 

While motivation is important, 
Ben-Avraham says parents 
shouldn't go overboard. “I 
wouldn't buy a private plane for a 
child who just went to the bath* 
room," he jokes. "Usually, a 
sticker with a smiley face on h is 
enough, and if you say: ‘When you 
have five of them, youTlget an ice 
cream,’ then you’ve really won' 
him.over." ...... . 

Ben-Avraham also suggests 
preparing a “reward menu" for 
the child. Tt’s important to have a 
menu with choices, because if he 
has one type of reinforcement that 
day - an ice cream in school, per¬ 
haps - he might want something 
else the next time.” 

Most of the experts interviewed 
agreed that starting with bowel 
control is the best, since the child 
can more easily see the results of 
his efforts, and some children 
have regular bowel movements 
that can be easily followed. 

Daytime dryness is usually 
achieved first; 30 percent of Israeli 
children in kindergarten still wet 
at night, according to Ben-Avra¬ 
ham. Bed-wetting is not limited to 
children, though. A study of some 
US graduate students showed 4 
percent wet their beds three times 
a week, and Ben-Avraham regu¬ 
larly treats soldiers with similar 
problems. 

He also treats children who still 


soil themselves at relatively ad¬ 
vanced ages; success is generally 
achievable - provided there is no 
physical problem'- in a short time, 
he says. 

Veteran parents agree that in 
toilet training, timing is every¬ 
thing. “I did it wrong. I tried to 
train him before he was ready,” 
recalls Wendy Gottlieb, 35, of her 
efforts to train her son - now sev¬ 
en - before he turned three. “If 
they can do it within a week, 
they're ready. If not. you wait. 
And most importantly, don't take 
it personally." 

Rachel Mushel, 39, the mother 
of 10 children, nine already 
trained, says: ‘I found that the lat¬ 
er I did it, the quicker it went. 
Don't push it; that will just make 
things worse. Don't get angiy.** 
And to the parents awash in train¬ 
ing-related laundry, she offers 
words of wisdom based on experi¬ 
ence: "It gets better, it doesn’t get 
worse." 


Tips for 
trainers 


S OONER or later, parents 
and children make it through 
toilet training. “As long as 
parents stay calm, things work 
out,” says Jerusalem pediatrician 
Dr. Ya’acov Shapiro. 

If your training child is having 
problems, the following sugges¬ 
tions may make things easier: 

• Don't start toilet training until 
you child is past the “rebellious” 
stage, which usually starts after 
the seco'nd birthday. Otherwise 
you risk turning toilet training into 
a power struggle. "Parents are al¬ 
ways a loser” in such struggles. 
Shapiro says. "It's best to back 
off. leave it alone for a month or 
so and then go back to it.” 

• Make sure the child is mobile 
enough to get to the toilet and is 
dressed in clothes he or she can 
take down alone, like sweatpants. 
• Introduce the child to the potty 
chair early, even before actual 
training begins. Let the child carry 
it around and sit on it. Avoid plac¬ 
ing the child directly on an adult 
toilet at first; they may be fright¬ 
ened by it. 

• Allow the pre-toilct-trnining 
child in the bathroom to wnten 
family members using (he toilet, 
when this seems appropriate, to 
get an idea of what is expected. 

• Don't immediately flush what¬ 
ever the child does down the toilet 
- doing so could damage the feel¬ 
ing of accomplishment. Don't 
overdo the fact that what the child 
has produced is smelly, but don't 
completely ignore the hygienic 
side of toilet training, either. 
o Do not toilet train a child dur¬ 
ing a time of change or stress in 
the family. If you have just had u 
new baby or moved, or if the child 
is going to u new care giver, wail. 
• Make sure your care givers 
know the words you and your 
child use for urinating and defe¬ 
cating. Coordinate all toilet-train¬ 
ing efforts with them. Do not be 
pushed into training your child too 
curly because of “requirements” 
of a care giver or school. 

• Accept occasional regression, 
but remind your child of youf ex¬ 
pectations when this happens.. 

■ Shapiro recommends that if 
your child is still wet during the 
day by the age of 3^ or four, “go 
see a pediatrician to check for pos¬ 
sible obstructions” in the urinary 
system before seeking any other 
form of help. 

• Besides the "beli-and-pad" sys¬ 
tem. there are nasal hormone 
sprays which Shapiro says are 
good short-term remedies. These 
are useful if you need to have the 
child dry on a specific day. 

• Make sure your toilet-training 
formula includes a large dose of 
love and understanding. A.C. 


Working one-day wonders 


I N a hurry? Toilet Train : np »« 
Less Than a Day. a guide to 
speed-training your child, was 
written in the early ’70s by Dr. 
Nathan H. Azrin and Dr. Richard 
M. Foxx, learning specialists who 
claim to have first devised their 
training method to help train the 
retarded. 

Their system requires a one- or 
two-day, intensive training session 
in which the child first practices on 
a doll, then learns to use the potty 
through a system of motivation in 
which he or she is given a large 
amount of a favorite drink to stim¬ 
ulate urination, and a favorite

The exercises are then repeated 
throughout the day or two it takes 
- the authors claim the average 
child took four hours to train. 

A colleague trained ail four of 
his children this way. and swears 
by the system. 

However whether you opt for 
this method or not, keep in mind 
their advice, good for any training 
method: Avoid spanking and 
anger.

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State tax revenues 
rise 14 % in September 


La Nationale group may withdraw 
Mizrahi bid on eve of deadline 


STATE tax revenues totaled 
N1S 6.6 billion in September, a 
real increase of 14 percent from 
the same period last year, the 
Treasury announced yesterday. 

Tax authorities have collected 
NIS 54.6b. since the beginning of 
the year, a real increase of 13% 
from 1993. 

The increase came despite 
changes in the tax laws which cut 
NIS 1.1b. from the tax base. 

The Treasury expects 
NIS 19.5b. in tax revenues in the 
last quarter, which would bring the 
year’s total to NIS 74b., or 
NIS 4.4b. more than predicted. 

This is attributed to a growth in 
the economy and higher prices 
than expected

Treasury sources said that de¬ 
spite the increase, it would be 
loathe to cut taxes on consumer 
durables as long as the boom in 
consumption continued. 

The Income Tax and Property

Water Council rejects 
proposed price hikes

THE Water Council yesterday reject¬ 
ed proposals to raise the price of 
water tor fanners and industrialists.

Temkin: Main shareholders 
made quick profit on TASE 
at expense of small investors

WHILE the public was selling in pan¬ 
ic after the announcement of die capi¬ 
tal gains tax, principal shareholders 
were busily buying up their own 
shares at a discount, according to data 
obtained from the bourse by MK 
Benny Temkin (Meretz). 

He charged that the principal 
shareholders deliberately trad to cre¬ 
ate an atmosphere of panic about the 
capital gains tax, via the press, to 
provoke massive selling and allow 
them to make a quick profit 

Temkin asked the bourse for data 
on the transactions of some 100 prin¬ 
cipal shareowners immediately after 
the bourse reopened on August 21. It 
had dosed on August 16, when the 
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capital gains tax was announced. 

Almost all the shareholders on the 
list bought their own stock on August 
21 and in the days immediately 
following. 

It seems likely that they bought 
other stocks as well, Temkin said, but 
there is no way to verify this, since 
principal shareholders are required to 
report only on transactions in their 
own stocks. 

Since most stock prices dropped 
10%-20% between August 16 and 21, 
those who bought on August 21 got 
discount prices, Temkin noted. 

Three weeks later - on September 
12 - most of the shares in question 
were already worth more than they 
had been on August 16, before the tax 
was announced, according to the 
data. 

Thus, the principal shareholders 
were able to make substantia! profits 
quickly by buying when they did. 

In contrast, the mutual funds- who 
unloaded large quantities of stocks on 
August 21 - sold at a sizable loss, 
Temkin said. Thus, the small investor 
lost money. 

“Even if their acts were legal, 
there is no doubt that they exploited 
the public’s panic,” Temkin said. 
"The public must never again foil 
victim to a panic campaign directed 
by interested parties.”

Lloyd’s investors win 
landmark court case 


LONDON (Reuter) - Investors in 
Lloyd's of London won a land¬ 
mark victory yesterday in a dam¬ 
ages claim by 3,000 backers of the 
insurance market tits biggest civil 
lawsuit in British legal history. 

A British High Court judge 
ruled in favor of more than 3,000 
“Names”, individuals who use 
their personal wealth to back the 
world’s biggest insurance market 

The Names sued their agents fbr 
negligent underwriting, claiming 
£629 million, following a series of 
catastrophe claims in the late 
1980s which saddled them with a 
huge share iff unprecedented mar¬ 
ket losses. 

Action groups set up by Names 
said foeir agents were negligent in 
not telling them of the hi gh risk 
businesses they were 
underwriting.

THE stock market underwent an¬ 
other day of sharp declines on all 
fronts. 

The Two-Sided Index declined 
2.9 percent, the Maof 2.7% and 
the Karam 4.4%. 

Meanwhile, 130 securities on 
the Karam market were declared 
sellers only and were marked 
down a full 10%. Turnover was 
NIS 176 million. 

It was another day when the 
market searched in vain for 
buyers. 

The money managers who had 
temporarily poshed the market up 
on Sunday and failed to main tain 
the momentum on Monday were 
clearly hoping that the big boys, 
namely the provident funds, 
would step into the fray and relay 
them in reviving the market. 

This was not to be. The provi¬ 
dent funds looked on the side 
whDe prices crumbled, particularly 
on the Karam.

The institu- 
tionals are weary of entering that 
market since it suffers from low 
liquidity, and selling securities 
there often en tails sharp declines 
in prices. 

The institutionals stayed away 
from the Two-Sided as well, with 
only two securities rising - Teva 
and Shekem. No fewer than 38 
securities posted declines of more 

than 5%. 

Some traders were quick to 
blame the declines on- the oversell¬ 


ing of the peace process Sunday. 

The market is also coping with 
bittersweet news on the economic 
front. 

The leading economic indicators 
are in fact rising, but it is doing so 
because of a sharp rise in private 
consumption at the expense of 
savings. 

Paradoxically, this is bad news. 
The interest rates are on their way 
up, and we are being told that the 
expectations are that the CPI for 
the month of September will be 
high again. 

These gloomy feelings were re¬ 
inforced by a discussion paper pre¬ 
sented by Dr. Asher Balas from 
the Rank of Israel research depart¬ 
ment, according to which the rises 
in the stock market, which are 
considered to reflect expectations 
of growth in the economy, were 
aligned on a faster growth rate 
than what actually took place in 
the economy. 

Considering the difficulty in 
handling expectations, one must 
take this research with a grain of 
salL It does, however, reflect a 
commonly held view that the mar¬ 
ket overshot the economy.

NEW YORK (Reuter) - Wall 
Street stocks were hammered in a 
broad-based selloff yesterday after 
new signs of strength in the econo¬ 
my triggered another bout of infla¬ 
tion fears. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age dropped 45.76 points to end at 
3,801.13. The blue chip index was 
down more than 50 points just 10 
minutes before the close, and the 
New York Stock Exchange acti¬ 
vated its limit on computer pro¬ 
gram trading. 

In the broader market, declin¬ 
ing issues led advances 1,710 to 
550 on heavy NYSE trading of 
more than 325 million shares. 

Analysts said growing sentiment 
that Wall Street would not be 
spared another interest rate In¬ 
crease by the Federal Reserve sent 
stocks on a sharp afternoon slide. 
The Fed has raised interest rates 
five times so far this year in an 


effort to ward off inflation. 

“We can nuance it to death, but 
it’s interest rates, interest rates, 
interest rates," said Robert Von 
Pentz, chief investment officer at 
Riggs Investment Management 
Corp. 

In the inflation-sensitive bond 
market, the Treasury’s key 30- 
year bond closed down 11732, and 
its yield rose to 759% from 736% 
at Monday’s close. 

Strong September sales of cars 
and light tracks was the latest indi¬ 
cation that the economy was show¬ 
ing no signs of cooling off. 

Also, the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said its key economic fore¬ 
casting gauge rose at the fastest 
rate in five months in August. The 
Index of Leading Indicators, 
which is supposed to forecast eco¬ 
nomic trends six to nine months 
ahead, climbed by 0.6% in August 
after being flat in July. 
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TOKYO - Tokyo stocks ended 
lower on sporadic arbitrage-linked 
selling triggered by weakening fu¬ 
tures prices, brokers said. 

However, a wait-and-see mood 
dominated the market and there 
were no active buyers or sellers, 
they said. -The 225-share Nikkei 
average ended down 81.42 points 
to 19,568.61. 

HONG KONG - Hong Kong 
shares closed with slight gains after 
a session that was featureless ex¬ 
cept for some speculative interest 
in second line issues, analysts said. 

The blue-chip Hang Seng Index 
put on 21.63 paints to close at 
9504.12, off a high of 9547.78. 
The broader All Ordinaries Index 
gained 6.62 to 4,802.69. 

SYDNEY - Australian stocks 
ended below key support at a 2-1/2 
month low amid mounting con¬ 
cerns over rising local interest 
rates, but overall volumes were 
thin. 

Dealers said the market fol¬ 
lowed offshore markets lower af¬ 
ter US manufacturing data 
sparked renewed inflation wor¬ 
ries. The AH Ordinaries Index

Coach Gadi 
Kedar’s club came tantalizingly dose to the 
necessary 16-point victory margin several

times, but the huge (7-foot-2) Kaunas center 
Zydninas Hgauskas kept putting in offensive 
rebounds and other baskets, to keep his club 
comfortably behind, 59-51 

Goliaths have never fared well in this part of 
the country, however. Seconds later, Kedar 
reached for bis slingshot in the form of a full- 
court press that felled both llgauskas and 
Kaunas. 

Jerusalem players suddenly swarmed all over 
the court, leading to consecutive baskets by 
Thompson and Dovrosh to give the hosts their 
biggest lead, 66-51 Turgeman then stole a ball 
at the sideline and fed Hubert Roberts for a 
mo aster slam dunk that took the heart out of 
the T iihmmians. 

Clearly rattled by the full-court press, Kau¬ 
nas failed to inbound, then got called for a 


technical foul for complaining to the refs. But 
Dovrosh missed both shots, and Jerusalem des¬ 
perately dung to its vital 16-point lead. 

Roberts did everything exapr call in an F-15 
strike on Dgauskas, but the hug e cen ter scored 
again to narrow it to 68-54. Minutes later, he 
threw up a prayer that some how went in as 
Roberts stared in disbelief. 

But experience was to win out in Malha last 
ni ght; and Thompson, a veteran of the NBA 
warn, calmly hit a lay-up after a fine pass from 
Roberts, then hit the viral free-throw to ag ain 
hit Sweet Sixteen. 

Moments later, Thompson put in an offen¬ 
sive rebound to boost the lead to 18.

Who says after two weeks there won’t be another 
postponement?” 

Monday was Day 3 of the 1994-95 schedule. So far, 16 games have 
been postponed by the dispute between the NHL and the players 
association, and four more were scheduled for last night 

Last Friday, commissioner Gary Bettman postponed the schedule 
until at least October 15 to reach a collective agreement to replace the 
one that expired September 15, 1993. 

The NHL and NHLPA both agree that something must be done to 
help teams in small markets. The league wants to tax a team’s payroll to 
generate revenues. The players say the tax will cause owners to cap 
salaries. 

The NHLPA has proposed that the top 16 revenue-generating reams 
be taxed 5 Vt percent on payrolls and gate receipts, with the money going 
into a pool for teams in small markets.

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Namir denies wanting 
to limit immigration 
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LABOR and Social Affairs Minis¬ 
ter Ora Namir yesterday denied 
that she had called for a change in 
the Law of Return or selective 
immigration. 

However, she said, the immi¬ 
gration from the former Soviet 
Union did raise a serious problem 
which the government was obligat¬ 
ed to deal with. 

“Young people in the former 
Soviet Union are shirking their re¬ 
sponsibility to their parents and 
dumping it on the state of Israel,” 
she told the Knesset plenum in 
response to seven motions for the 
agenda about her alleged 
statement 

If pensioners become too great a 
proportion of the population, the 
state will not be able to meet hs 
obligations, she warned - and we 
have an obligation to those who 
grew up here as much as we do to 

immigrants. 

“I've never fought for some¬ 
thing because 1 did a calculation 
that it was or wasn’t popular,” she 
continued. 

However, she said, she had 
been overwhelmed by the number 
of people - both immigrants and 
veteran Israelis - who had called In 
support of her opinion.

Tzaban and MKs from all parties, 
however, strongly denounced any¬ 
thing that even smacked of limit¬ 
ing Jewish immigration. 

“Nobody has the right to say 
who can come and who can’t.- 
because we are talki ng about the 
return of people to their historic 
homeland,” said Benny Temkin 
(Mercte). 

“If they are Jewish, their place 
is in Israel,'' said Rehavam Zc'evi 
(Moledet). “And if the young ones 
aren't coming, perhaps that's our 
fault.” 

Tzaban blasted Namir for “stig¬ 
matizing” Russian immigr ants as 
either elderly, crippled or single 
parents, and for portraying aid to 
immigrants as endangering the 
welfare of veteran Israelis. 

In reality, he said, only 15% of 
the Russian immigrants are elder¬ 
ly, only 1.4% are crippled and 
only 10% are single-parent fam¬ 
ilies. The number of children who 
come without their elderly parents 
is dozens of times greater than the 
number of elderly parents who 
come without their children, he 
added. 

Furthermore, he said, economic 
studies have shown that after the 


First two or three years, immi¬ 
grants contribute greatly to_ a 
country's economy, creating a big¬ 
ger pie for veteran citizens as welL 
It is thanks to the immigrants that 
Israel has enjoyed growth rates of 
5%-6% a year recently, which are 
the envy of the Western world, he 
said. 

“I want to say, in the name of 
the government and of Prime Min¬ 
ister Yitzhak Rabin, that this gov¬ 
ernment’s policy is clear. The Law 
of Return is the cornerstone [of 
the state], and the government re¬ 
jects any idea of selective immigra¬ 
tion,” he stated. “[This] would 
contradict the basis of die state’s 
existence.” 

In another development, Namir 
has rejected as “ridiculous and dis¬ 
gusting” the rumors circulated by 
politicians that she was not in her 
right mind when she made the 
statements because of her recent 
brain surgery. 

Speaking to Israel Radio, N amir 
said: “I only returned to work af¬ 
ter receiving a dean bill of health 
from doctors. If that wasn’t the 
case I would not have returned. 
It’s easy to say that I said those 
things because I am unhealthy.” 

She noted that she said those 
same things in previous meetings.

British defense minister to visit 


Chinese vice premier holds trade talks here 



BRITISH Secretary of State for 
Defense Malcolm Rifkind is to ar¬ 
rive on October 20 on a five-day 
official visit, the Defense Ministry 
said yesterday. 

He will- be briefed on defense 
issues by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, Chief of General Staff Ll- 
Gen. Ehud Barak, and other se¬ 
nior Defense Ministry officials and 
IDF officers.

Ex-commando chief to stand 
trial in soldiers’ deaths

THE former commander of the elite 
Sayeret Matkal reconnaissance unit, 
CoL “A”, and three other officers 
from the unit will stand trial for negli¬ 
gence leading to the deaths of two 
soldiers from sunstroke in 1992. 

A special military court in Tel 
Aviv yesterday determined that the 
IDF Judge Advocate-General is au¬ 
thorized to indict the officers. Sol¬ 
diers Yaron Bar-David and Enm Ofer 
died after suffering severe sunstroke 
during a demanding navigation exer¬ 
cise in the Arava in May 1992. 

The court rejected a defense mo¬ 
tion against the indictment, which 
dted the findings of an investigating 


judge that the officers were not di¬ 
rectly responsible for the soldiers* 
deaths. The court also rejected an 
argument by CapL “Y" claiming he 
should not stand trial since he has 
been discharged from service for over 
a year. 

The judges - Col. Mordechai 
Peled, CoL Arnnon Karim, and COL 
Yitzhak Gore a - explained in their 
decision that CapL “Y” and another 
officer did not verify the proper im¬ 
plementation of s tanding orders re¬ 
garding such exercises and recklessly 
planned a difficult exercise. 

The indictments are expected to be 
completed by December. 


IDF denies French chief of staff hurt 


THE IDF Spokesman yesterday denied a Jerusalem Past story saying 
visiting French Chief of Staff Adm. Jacques Lanxade was injured when a 
television camera hit him in the head.

AN appeal against their remands by 
two suspedte m the Ecstasy laborato¬ 
ry case was rejected by Tel Aviv 
District Grant yesterday.

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Hungary formally apologize! 
for its role in the Holocaust 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - Hungary 
apologized yesterday for its role m 
the Holocaust and for persecuting 
Jews before the Naze took over 
the country .in 1944. 

In a statement read to a meeting 
of the World Jewish Congress, 
Hungarian Foreign Minister Lazio 
Kovacs said: 

“The historical experience of 50 
years is perhaps enough time for 
the Hungarian nation to face itself 
bravely and honestly, just as fee 
Germans 1 were the first to do im¬ 
mediately after the war.” 

Jewish leaders hailed the state¬ 
ment with- WJC President Ed g ar 
Bronfman calling it “courageous 
and signifying an important 
positive development in Hungar¬ 
ian Jewish-ielations.” 

Kovacs said he was speaking on 
behalf of Hungarian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Guyla Horn and added* “It has 
to be stated unambiguously that 
history obliges us to apologize _ 
We are obliged to apologize be¬ 
cause of our 600,000 murdered 
and tens of thousands deported 
and tortured compatriots. 


“We have to apologize _ for 
the physicians who were burnt, for 
the artists who were beaten to 
death, for the shopkeepers and 
tradesmen who were killed ami for 
the women who could not become 
mothers and grandmothers.” 

He. said that the Nazi period, 
when a collaborationist govern¬ 
ment ruled Hungary in X944 and 
rounded up the country’s Jews 
sending them to death camps, was 
not the only period in which Jews 
suffered in Hungary. 

He recalled the brutal period 
after World War One, w hen t e nor 
squads attacked Jews following 
the fall erf Hungary’s brief Com¬ 
munist government, and persecu¬ 
tions that continued through the 
1920s and ’30s. 

“The Holocaust was an unprec¬ 
edented crime in the history of 
m a nk i n d. It was a premediated 
massacre ... for which no 
can ever be found. It is self-decep¬ 
tion if anyone shifts responsibilty 
for the genocide in Hungary solely 
and exclusively to Nazi 
Germany.”.
